22,500 DURING YEAR 19 25

Report of Underwriters Shows an I n ­ 
crease in K illings of 17,600 Over 
Preceding Year. 


New York.—Automobile fatalities in 
the United States for 1925 totaled 
22,50(1, an increase of approximately 
2,200 over 1924, according to the re 
port of the National Bureau of Casu 
alty and Surety Underwriters. 
The study shows that automobile 
fatalities in 147 cities, including col­ 
lisions with street cars und railroad 
trains, increased froui 17,600 in 192*1 
to 19 ,8 00 in 1925. 
Fatal automobile 
grade 
crossing 
accidents 
mounted 
from 1,08 8 in 1924 to 1,78 4 in 1925. 
The automobile death rate per 100.- 
000 is shown by the report to have in­ 
creased from 14.9 In 19 28 to 15.7 in 
19 24 and to 17.2 in 19 25. The increase 
from 1923 to 1924, therefore, was 5 
per cent, while the increase from 1921 
to 19 25 was nearly 10 per cent. From 
this it is deduced thut fatal automo­ 
bile Occidents not only are increasing 
in number but the rate ut which they 
are increasing also is rising. 
Registration 
of 
cars, 
the 
study 
shows, increased from 17,591,98 1 in 
19 24 to 19 ,9 54,347 in 1925. 
Fatality 
rates on the basis of registration have 
been decreasing for several years, but 
the rate for 1925 was practically the 
same as that for 1924. 
Deaths of children 
under fifteen 
years of age continue to he one of 
the most serious aspects of the auto­ 
mobile accident situation, the report 
says. 
During 19 25 it is estimated 
that 6,300 children under fifteen years 
were killed in automobile accidents, 
as compared to 6,09 0 in 1924. 
One 
encouraging aspect as developed In 
the study, however, is that deaths of 
children of less than fifteen years of 
age increased only about 3% I>« r cent 
In 1925 over 1924, whereas the fatali­ 
ties among adults increased about 15 
per cent.
